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URIXG the first year of the war the need for army nurses in 
America became more and more acute. Tn 1918 it reached a 
crisis. The Army Nurse Corps had 235 Rea;ular Army Nurses 
and 165 Reserves as its pre-war strength, but one nurse was 
needed for every hundred men : that is, for every ten or more 
men who would require hospital care after the big drives began, 
and nifire nurses were in urgent demand. In the emergency the 
country turned to precedent. What had England done? In 
Augu.st, 1914, she had had only 350 nurses in her army and navy 
together, and all the available graduate nurses could not fill the 
sudden demand. Yet she had cared for nearly half a million 
wounded during the first year of the war. How had she solved the problem? 
Her solution had been the .Aid. In all the army hospitals the untrained women, 
from the Duchess to the seamstress, were serving under the trained Sisters, doing 
the work and proud of doing it well. America said, "Let us have Aids !" 

Yet already there were those in England who were dissatisfied with the 
system there. It was essentially on an emergency basis. It held nothing for the 
future, either for the Aid herself or for the reconstruction work when peace 
should come. The Aid was always an Aid ; and, though she won the title of Red 
Cross Nurse after a certain term of service, her training was never equivalent to 
a course in an established school of nursing. It was putting the best of the country 
into the ranks, with no opportunity for advancement. If America accepted the 
Engli.sh scheme, she accepted one already recognized to be short-sighted. 

All this question arose earlv in 1918. In Eebruary the employment of Aids 
had been decided on. On February 18th IMiss Goodrich entered on her duties as 
Chief Inspecting Nurse in the office of the Surgeon-General. 

The idea of an Army School was not a wholly new one. Someone must have 
thought of it in mid-\'ictorian days, for Florence Nightingale referred to it then 
as infeasible. In 1917 it had been suggested that the American .\rmy might 
take half-trained students from civilian hos])itals and give them a year of experi- 
ence in militarv nursing. The plan, however, had been abandoned. When Miss 
Cioodrich took her oath of office the scheme for procuring Aids was so well under 
wav that one would have thought nothing could postpone it. Yet postponed it 
was. In the following months there were many who cooperated with Miss 
Goodrich in framing the Army School ; she foresaw, to quote her words, that the 
nursing profession would be called on "to contribute in fullest measure to the 
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restoration of this crippled and scarred humanity. " "This," she said, ''is our 
sacred legacy of labor from the young fathers of the country, that their supreme 
sacrifice may bear fruit through a fair and unblemished manhood of tomorrow." 
Looking toward that tomorrow, and the days of reconstruction, she saw the 
possibilities of an Army School. She begged Col. Smith for time to collect data 
and present the plan in proper form. Col. Smith gave her the time she asked. 

Miss Goodrich at once set out, in company with Miss Burgess, on a tour of 
inspection. They looked into the possibilities of a number of military hospitals. 
These inspections led them to believe that "it would not only be possible to place 
regular student nurses in this field, but that schools, if properly conducted, would 
greatly help the work of the Medical Department." 

In so short a history there is no space to tell of the conferences and com- 
mittee meetings necessary for maturing the scheme of an Army School. There 
are names, however, which we should know and remember with gratitude; Col. 
Noble, Col. Moncrief, Col. Ashburn, Lt. Col. Smith. Maj. l.ongco])e, Maj. 
Charles Mayo, Miss Delano, Miss Thompson and Miss Burgess, who met Miss 
Goodrich in the first conference. Gratitude we owe to those members of the 
Nursing Committee of National Defense, Miss Nutting, Airs. Higbee and Miss 
Clayton, who gave their ad\ice and help. The names, however, which will always 
mean most to us are the names of tlie three who drew up the jilan. and who signed 
it and pinned their faith to it. Miss Thompson, Miss Delano and Miss Goodrich. 

The plan, briefly summarized, was as follows : There was to be a central 
organization in the office of the Surgeon-General, with a Dean and other officials. 
In each of the camp hospitals where the plan was to be tried there was to be a 
Director and a staff of lecturers, instructors and super\isors, under the Director, 
a group of students, ranging from 30 to 80 in number. These were to be high 
school graduates or the equivalent, and credit was to be given to those with col- 
lege education or training in technical schools. The course of .study was to be 
that specified according to the standard curriculum issued by the National League 
of Nursing Education, and affiliations with civil hospitals were to give the experi- 
ence in the nursing of women and children and in doing district work which the 
military hospitals could not su])ply. Graduates of the Army School would be eligible 
for state registration and membershij) in nursing organizations. .\n Advisory 
Board was to direct the general policy of the School ; this board was to include not 
only the Dean of the School and officials in the Army and Navy Medical De- 
partments, but also the Presidents of the three great nursing organizations and 
the Director of the Department of Nursing in the American Red Cross. Thus it 
was intended from the very beginning that the nursing profession, as well as the 
War Department, should stand back of the Army School. 

It was after the Surgeon-General had apnroved of the sclieme. and while 
the question was still being considered by the War College, that Miss Goodrich 
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brought her plans before the 24th Annual Convention of the National League 
of Nursing Education, meeting at Cleveland, Ohio, May, 1918, to secure the 
cooperation required. The other two national nursing organizations, the Amer- 
ican Nurses' Association and the National Organization for Public Health Nurs- 
ing, were also represented. Would they support the Army School, or would they 
not? On their answer depended the response to the call that would be issued for 
directors and instructors ; on it depended the affiliations that would be open to 
the future Army Student. The sentiment so common was expressed by one of 
the members, "1 do not like the idea of taking the young, unsophisticated, romantic 
girl straight from her home and putting her into the environment of a camp of 
50,000 men." Miss Goodrich reminded them that not so very long ago people had 
entertained as strong a prejudice against putting girls into Bellevue. Miss Delano 
said, "I have realized that there were dangers connected with it, dangers perhaps 
to the applicants, dangers perhaps all along the line. But is there any way of 
carrying on a great war without danger? 1 think not. We must accept the 
dangers." 

Miss Powell had already moved that the "Army School of Nursing, as plan- 
ned by Miss Goodrich, be endorsed by the three organizations." After the dis- 
cussion the motion was seconded and carried by vote. The Army School had 
taken another step toward existence. 

On May 25, 1918, the School was definitely sanctioned by the government. 
As soon as the plan was accepted, quick action was taken. The Women's Com- 
mittee of the Council of National Defence, the Red Cross and the Nursing Com- 
mittee of the General Medical Board of the Council plunged into a recruiting 
campaign. The office of the Surgeon-General secured statistics of high schools 
and colleges, and figured what the results would be. Miss Goodrich believed 
that by October 1st they could .supply the Army with 1,000 students; by January 
1st with 5,000, and by July 1st with 15,000. The campaign was soon in full 
swing: talks in colleges, ajjpeals from the pulpit, lectures in every sort of public 
])laces. The office of the Surgeon-General waited for results. They came I 

In five months little less than 11,000 applications were filed. The office force 
and the Bureau of Credentials worked day, night and Sunday. The response to 
the call cheered them in the midst of their fatigue. Between July 24th and the 
February of the following year the School was started in 31 base hospitals, and 
the machinery ])Ut in motion ; the history of the School as a student body had 
begun. The story of the separate groups must be told elsewhere. 

In September the influenza epidemic came. The camp hospitals were sud- 
denly filled with sick and dying men, and an emergency more pressing than that 
caused by the war was upon us. Calls were sent out to scores of us who were 
still awaiting orders, telling us to report for immediate duty. There was a 
response of 100 per cent. We can be proud of that. 
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Following this terrible epidemic came news of the Armistice. The end of 
the war emergency might be seen, and the students in the Army School were told 
that, if any wanted to leave, they were under no obligation to remain. No one 
could promise us that there would be such a thing as the .\rmy School in a year's 
time. All plans were uncertain, all people dissatisfied. Girls left the School by 
twos and threes, feeling they were no longer needed. We waited, and at last, 
March, 1919, we received the first hint of the permanence of the School. We 
were then asked either to declare our intention of completing the whole course 
or of leaving, and we said, "That means we can graduate from the .^rmv School." 
Five hundred and forty-eight of us declared our intention of staying. 

The school now entered on a strange and kaleidoscopic period. We were 
shuffled about like pieces in a Chinese puzzle. We were sent from base hospital 
to alflliation, and back to the Army again, or shifted from one camp to another, 
never with the least idea of where we were to go next. All the small base hos- 
pitals gave up their students ; only four posts, Fox Hills, Sheridan, Letterman 
and Walter Reed, retained the training school. At last it was only Letterman 
and Walter Reed. We were parted from the places where we had done our 
first work ; we were parted from the Directors to whom we had given our first 
\ loyalty ; we were even parted from our friends, sent as we often were on differ- 4 

ent affiliations. It was hard, but we learned a lesson from it. In the civilian 
hospital among strangers we all clung together, and walking the streets of Phila- 
delphia, Chicago, New York or San Francisco, we hailed any girl in our uniform 
like a sister, even if we had never seen her before. We had learned to look on 
the entire Army School as our Alma Mater, and not the particular camp from 
which we came. 

The more this spirit grew and the more we became conscious of our own 
entity, the more we regretted that we might be the last and only class in the 
Army School. Should no one sit in our class room or give hot packs to Mary 
Chase when we were gone? Then, in the spring of 1920, it was rumored that 
a new class was coming in. The rumor grew to a certainty, and in the autumn 
they came. School activities were organized, nothing to do with the new class, 
perhaps, but going hand in hand with the feeling of -permanence they gave us. 
We formed a basket-ball team and a class organization, with an athletic manager 
and a president. There were lively class meetings at Walter Reed and Letter- 
man, and affiliated groups joined by post in the elections. Traditions were worth 
starting since there would be those to follow after. 

Now we are near the end of our training, and the chapter of our under- 
graduate life will soon be closed. All through our three years our two sjxinsors, 
the Army and the Nursing Profession, have stood by us. The .A.rmy has given 
us our class rooms, our text-books and our lecturers, our recreation and our 
pay, and has dealt with us liberally. The Nursing Profession has given its

leaders to teach us. its ideals tci guide us. and has put within our reach all the 
education and all the opjiortunities our predecessors have estahlished. Under 
the leadership of Major Stinison a new class will be given the chances we have 
enjoyed. The j^romises that were made us have been kept, and more than kept, 
and we turn to thank our sponsors. For over two years we have worn our pin 
■ — the caduceus of the Army with the lamp of Florence Nightingale. After we 
graduate we shall wear the emblem still. We have tried to keep faith as faith 
has been kept with us, and when we leave we shall do our uttermost that the 
vision of the .Army School of Nursing may come true.

Rack in the antebellum days that 
section of Louisiana meant little to the fifty of us when living at our homes in 
the Middle \\'est and South, ^'et since our arrival there in October we have 
fondly claimed that jjlace as the one where we gathered our first impressions of 
camp and hospital life. It was here that we. tired from our new work among 
those suffering with influenza, found our army cot in the tents on Rluebird Allev 
a welcome ; and even though the mosquito netting over our cot at night made 
captive the buzzing, biting mosquito, which army regulation meant to keep out, 
we slept soundly in the ozone atmosphere. 

In spite of the fact that our sojourn at Camp Pieauregard extended over a 
period of a little more than two months, our ward duty, our class work with 
recitations in the little school house, our cha]>eroned walks and weekly trips to 
Hotel Bently for civilian eats are subjects for lengthy chats. During December 
the training school at this po.st was discontinued, foriv-five of us made a journey 
along the Red River and the Mississippi to New Orleans, and then to Camp 
Wacfsworth, S. C. entering as the fourth class there and designated as the Beaure- 
gard Unit.

The slanting rays of the October sun shone brightly, lighting up the little 
office of Quarters 1, where one by one thirty-seven girls re])orted for duty on 
the 2Lst day of the month, 1918. Just across the road from this stood the Mess 
Hall, v\-here they were to assemble that evening to take the oath of allegiance, 
and where also they were to scramble onto the benches at the back of the room to 
eat their sweet potatoes and celery. A corridor led from this to iheir home. 
Barracks D, where each was to have her turn as M. P., seeing that the lights 
were out on time, quiet hour enforced, and the rules of the .Student (lOvernniem 
followed. 

Owing to the influenza epidemic eight members of the class, as well as the 
Director, Miss Bessie Chaffee, were unable to answer the call vmtil November 4. 
C<msequently real class work did not begin until that time, although demonstra- 
tions and ward work, under the supervision of Aliss W'essinger, began immedi- 
ately. Miss Katherine Dougherty. Chief Nurse, and Col. Ernest E. Irons, Com- 
manding Officer, took .special interest. 

Busy days passed, with drill under Captain Mennefee. skating on Iiaglc 
Dake. dances at the Red Cross House to the excellent music of the Base Hos- 
])ital Band, and movies at the ''Y" and "K. of C." as forms of recreation. Cirad- 
u;dly, because of ill health, the call of the old life, or victims of Cupid, .girls 
resigned until only twenty-six completed the ])robationarv period. Following 
this came night dutv in laboratorv. operating room and the arrival of twenty 
"Bluebirds"' from Camp Shelby. Miss. Then radical changes. Colonel Irons 
was transferred to the Surgeon-CieneraFs Office, the Base Hospital closed, and 
the original class was sent to Cam]) .Sherman. Ohio. April 1st. leaving the 
remainder of the class with our Chief Nurse and Director to be sent to Fort 
McPherson, Ga. 

.A hot but pleasant summer was passed at Camp .Sherman, with horseback 
riding, trips to the Pie House and Exchange Theater, walks over the hill and 
picnics by the Red School House in ofi'-duty hours, until the middle of August, 
when division came because of affiliations. 

Three of the number were sent to Belle\ue, N. Y.. ten to F"ort Sheridan. 
III., and thence to the University of Minnesota Hospital at Minneapolis, and 
tlie remainder to .San Francisco. Cak. for their affiliations and Army work at 
the Letterman Cjeneral Ho.spital.

We wish to express our appreciation to our most highly esteemed Command- 
ing Officer, Colonel Ernest E. Irons, and those who worked with him so loyally 
and patiently for the interest of our school.

Camp nix rccei\cd iis first class of sixty students in August. 'I'hey came 
not a day too soon. After those fateful drives of July and August the hospital 
of two thousand heds reccixed the inrush of American wounded, and on their 
arrival they were greeted hy Blite-hirds eager to help care for them. 

Sixty strong was a hrave hegiiming ! Their number had dwindled to thnny- 
five when they were joined in January, 191^. hy the second unit. The girls oi 
the latter grou]. had hegun to fear that their chosen career of ariuy nurse in 
the great war was closerl to them. I-ate. however, at last proved kind, and after 
four months of anxious waiting they received official orders to report to Dix. 
.'-Sixteen resix)iided with feminine pej) and enthusiasm. 

Those davs in camp were days apart. We loved it from llie first thrill of 
our cordial welcome at the station by -Miss Milne, the head of our unit, followed 
hv our first awe-inspiring drive to the Students" (}uarters in a khaki car lal>ek-<l 
■I'or official use only." Then came glorious months filled with real constructive 
work and dailv inspiration. It was so good to be a factor, to share in the reha- 
bilitation of the men of Atncrica 1 Never one hint of discotu-agement crejit in 
to mar that time. 

Even though Mis.-^ Milne's leave from the J'reshyterian Ho.spital in I'hila- 
deli)hia was for only six mouths, she stayed with us long enough to establish a 
very sound foundation in our class work, and also in the larger ethical back- 
ground which i.- so necessary for students beginning training to have. Her work 
was carried on by IMiss Wray. 

.'Someone has .said, "Few ])eoi)le fail to live uj) to the standards .set by appre- 
ciation and praise." We of Uix feel that the glorious ideals given us bv Miss 
Wray were uneiiualed. She not only was to us a model of professional jjcrfec- 
tion. hut so combined grace and understanding with real utiselfishne-- and 
genuine interest in each student that she more than earned the title of our "Dix 
Mother." 

Living in an \rmy dormitory may not he conducive to ])eace and harmony, 
hut it is conducive to the formation of friendshii)S of the sort that have knit us 
together for always. The remarks and sna])py re])artee of those early .\. M. 
conversations scintillating from one end of the dorm, to the other included eyer>- 
thing from Mac's dreams to a recitation of the bones of our anatomy. These 
were discussed amid frantic Marathons to the Mess Hall. 

When our second section arrived at Walter Reed the Seniors of Dix were 
ready tt. welcome them as they had done nearly two years before. Civilian hos- 
pital's with their interests and trials lay behind. It was wonderful to get back 
to the Army, wonderful to get back to our boys, and most wonderful of all to 
spend the last few months together.

It was in November, 1918, that the first fifty-two girls arrived at that gray 
group of buildings perched on a wind-swejjt barren hill overlooking New \'ork 
Harbor. 

The hospital was tlien known as Debarkation No. 2. and it wasn"t a cheerful 
jjlace to be imagined with its low gray barracks and red clay grounds, but the 
welcome the students received from M'iss Robinson, the chief nurse, made them 
at home immediately and they soon learned to love the hospital and its ])ersonnel. 

They settled down to work with Miss Robinson. Miss Ashley and Lieut. 
ISuckstein as an able faculty o\erseeing their studies. They were well on the 
road of learning and were doing such awe-inspiring things as giving "liaths" 
and liy])os and dressings when the Flu and twenty-five straggling new •'probs" 
arrived to be taken in liand by Miss Elizabeth Fedger and Miss Shellabarger. 

How thcv raved o\ er their little cells : with what thrills they arose at reveille 
each morning to begin a day full of new experiences, ^^'ith what envious eyes 
they gazed on the blue-lined ca])es which their Seniors had designed and wore 
with the ajjproval of Miss Goodrich — the ven- first capes worn by any student 
group. 

Their Seniors were loving big sisters to them and helped them oyer many 
a rough bit of road until thev too began to acc|uire that confidence which comes 
from masterv of one's work.' But it wasn't all work; there were many dances 
at the Red Cross and K. of C. huts cha])eroned by Miss Parsons, who marshalled 
the girls home for their beautv sleep at promptly eleven o'clock. These dances 
follo'^wed the "coming out" party which was given bv the Post to the first class 
when they finished tlieir probation period. What a dance that was! Of course 
they wore their blue gingliams. They always did at Fox Hills, even to the 
Colonel's balls. 

There were picnics to the nearby beaches, bacon-bats on the hills and swim- 
ming every day in the lake just bevond the barracks ; and, when the snow fell, 
such glorious hikes all over Staten' Lsland. Such jolly sleigh rides, skating on 
the lake and cozy parties in the Recreation House around a roaring fire. ]\Iean- 
while so manv things had changed, the hospital had become General Hospital 
No. 41 and had lx;en transformed from a barren spot to a place surrounded by 
beautiful lawns and flower pots, and the students had come to the parting of the 
ways. It was a cruel ])arting when the first group affiliated, but it was softeneci 
by the "good-b\e" picnic at New Dorp Beach. Everyone went. Students and 
friend supervisors piled into the huge Army trucks right in with the ice-cream 
tubs, jars of olives and hampers of sandwiches. From then on group after groiip 
left reluctantlv for dilTercnt affiliations, taking with them the Fox Hills .spirit, 
which has somehow kept them mutually interested in one another and has made 
for a rather remarkable esjirit de corps.

Three miles from the city of Rockford. Illinois, on the hanks of the beautiful 
Rock River, are located the hospital grounds of Camp Grant. Three separate 
groups of students were admitted to the ranks of the Army School of Nursing at 
this hospital. The first, thirty-four in number, arrived August fifteenth, nineteen 
hundred and eighteen. A month later came the second group, thirty-six in all 
while in November, the numbers were increased to one hundred and ten bv the 
arri\al of fort\ more girls. Definite plans had been formulated for training from 
a professional and a military standpoint, and the students were assigned to duty 
ihe day after their arrival. The first two groups aided verv materiallv in the care 
of the patients during the epidemic of influenza, which raged at the hospital dur- 
ing the latter part of Sejitember and the month of October, and were given special 
commendation by the Commanding C)fticer of the hospital. 

Class work, military drill, hikes and outdoor sports, dances at the Red Cross 
House, movies at Y and the K. of C. huts with an occasional journev across camp 
to the Liberty Theater and the Hostess House helped to fill in ofT duty time and 
the evenings. Special emphasis was placed upon militarv' drill and each evening 
the students attended Retreat in company formation. The student Ijodv was 
divided into three companies. Each company elected its own officer from its own 
group and was divided into two platoons, each under the command of a lietr- 
tenant. They were given squad, battalion, company and athletic drill, and were 
outfitted in woolen uniforms, puttees and over seas caps on account of the severe 
winter climate. Dail}- drill under command of I.t. Col. H. C. Michic, was kept up 
until earl\- spring. About one hundred and twentv hours were devoted to this 
course. 

The Student Nurses' qtiarters consisted of four one storv frame buildings 
located on the hos])ital grounds. The School Building, two stories high, was verv 
near the nurses' quarters. The second floor consisted of class rooms where theoret- 
ical work was taught by Miss Melby, while the first floor was utilized for recrea- 
tion rooms. 

Gradual changes came in the ranks of the students as time went on because of 
ill health, a call of their old professions, and for various reasons, discharges were 
granted to many. During Feljruary and March new faces were seen : girls came 
to us from Fort Riley, Kansas and Camp Sheridan, Alabama, making a total of 
one hundred thirteen on duty .'\pril 1. 1919. On June 21st, the Army School at 
Cam]) Grant was closed and the remaining group of girls was sent to Fort 
."-^heridan, Illinois. 

Miss Williamson, our Chief Nurse, and Miss IMelby. our Supervisor, were 
sent to Walter Reed. \\'ashington, to accept similar positions. Since leaving our 
original camp many changes have occurred. Some nurses have graduated and 
tiave left the sers'ice, wliile others have answered the call of Cupid. To one and 
all we send our heartiest congratulations.

They were 
jjrincipally negroes and nobly withstood backrubs of ink and cough syrup. 

About the first of December the second unit a])peared. They were closely 
followed by the thrill of overseas patients. On February seventh the first unit left 
for Fox Hills and in March the second unit closed the hospital and tearfully 
departed for Colonia and Camp Upton.

We of the Gun Hill Road Unit began our training rather differently from 
the other students. We were sent to Teachers' College, Columbia University, for 
our probation, instead of starting at a camp. For the successful completion of 
those first months, we owe unfailing gratitude to our director. Mrs. Barnes, who 
tirelessly surmounted the many difficulties of housing, feeding, teaching, and 
transporting forty girls in a big city fully an hour's travel from the hospital where 
our practical work took place. She was indeed equal to every emergency, for, 
after three months in town, twenty-five of us were moved to General Hospital 
No. 1 (Gun Hill Road) and became qualified student nurses. 

Here we were constantly in contact with the finest exhibition of high morale 
and true spirit of '18 which it has been our privilege to meet in training. In spite 
of severe sufifering, countless inconveniences and annoyances, these boys, who had 
given so much, continued to give daily, to us, the living example of their fine cour- 
age. We were fortunate indeed, to learn so early the splendid reward of service. 

Mrs. Barnes was now our Chief Nurse, so Miss McConkey came to be our 
guardian, and how much she help>ed us through the first months, which sometimes 
we found a bit hard, would be difficult to express. Had it not been for her cheery 
smile and helpful words there would surely have been blue-birds with drooping 
wings many times. 

All too soon afflliations came and broke up our happy home, but the twelve of 
us who remain have fortunately been reunited at the Walter Reed Hospital.

Contrasting strangely with the lazy atmosphere of Southern California. Camp 
Kearney, like a lusty mushroom, sprang up overnight. But the contrast between 
military Regime and romantic traditions of Spanish occupation was not more sharp 
than that between thirty "Rookie Nurses" and a well-regulated Base Hospital. 
On a Saturday, the last of October, thitry student nurses were admitted to a 
strictly quarantined camp and were forbidden to leave until the ''Flu" was under 
control. To say that our welcome was frigid is not a criticism of those in charge, 
because it seemed nothing less than a calamity to have a group of young spirited 
and utterly untrained women to contend with along with the tragic struggle 
against influenza. As soon as we proved our seriousness of purpose we were 
given full credit and just appreciation. 

The need for nurses was vital and after a cursory examination we were at 
once placed upon the wards. Ours was a curious personnel. One girl was a 
musician, a violinist, whom the war had prevented from completing her studies in 
Europe. Another was a butterfly thing from the Middle West. A quaint little 
Southern girl drawled her way into the hearts of patients and superiors alike. 
One among us had sold her personal jewelry to buy uniforms and transportation 
for which an opposing family had refused to furnish money. The rest were direct 
from schools and colleges, either as students or teachers, and a few of us had had 
the opportunity to work before this time. 

The process of adaptation was not always easy. We. who had always con- 
sidered free speech an inherent right, were forbidden to talk to patients. We, who 
had always gone blithely on the precept that all men are created free and equal, 
suddenly discovered that we had superiors in the presence of whom we must 
stand. We, who had supposedly reached the age of discretion when we might 
choose our mode of living, found that we retired and rose by rule, ate by rule, 
studied by rule, and lived according to a strict military regime. We gradually 
learned, that in so vast a system, individual personalities must be more or less 
stereotvped in order that the greater personality of the whole might have unity. 

One of the most delightful things about such an experience is the sincere 
feeling of friendship which permeates the group. Though many of the students 
resigned after the armistice was signed and the remainder of the group was sent 
to Letterman General Hospital and amalgamated with the group from other 
camps, there is a bond between the Camp Kearney "Rookies" that each will 
remember as long as she lives.

During the war Letterman General Hospital nestling below the pine covered 
hills of the Presidio, was blissfully unaware of Army Students. But it was not 
to remain so long, for in March, '19, Camp Kearney students, nineteen strong, 
likening their coming to Tennyson's "Charge of the Light Brigade" descended 
upon it. They were so charmed with the hospital and its surroundings, that they 
were calling themselves "Letterman students" by the time thirty-four Camp Lewis 
girls invaded the hospital in April. 

A sun-burned group from Camp Dodge came in July, revelling in the agree- 
able coolness of the trade winds. Nineteen Camp Sheridan girls broke the monotony 
of the long month of August, and it seemed that the "Meltingpot" must be almost 
full, but the next year brought students from Ft. Sam Houston, and later on from 
Ft. Sheridan. Since then a few stragglers have found their way across the bay 
to become a part of the small army of blue clad nurses at Letterman.

In the farthest comer of the great Northwest, splashed by the gentle waters of 
Puget Sound and guarded by the snow-capped peaks of Mount Rainier lies 
Camp Lewis, the largest training camp in the United States. 

Eighty-five young women were summoned to camp, called chiefly from the 
Western and Middle-Western states. The first arrived October ."ith and the last 
during the latter part of the month. 

Taught, trained, admonished and encouraged by our beloved supervisor, Miss 
Sarah Harris Smith, and helped by our head nurses, within five months we were 
considered dependable enough to be trusted on duty alone. 

On April 15th our Chief Nurse received orders for our transfer to Letterman 
General Hospital. This news filled us with grief and consternation. How could 
we leave Camp Lewis, the scene of our first efforts and accomplishments, the 
inspiration of our highest ideals and devotion, self-sacrifice, and nursing service. 
This was to us the Army School of Nursing. 

There had always been a wonderful spirit of cooperation between the graduate 
and student nurses, and this was reflected in the sentiment of the farewell dinner 
which the members of the A. N. C. gave in our honor the evening prior to our 
departure. 

We bade goodbye to our friends with deep regret, and left Camp Lewis with 
saddened hearts. It was hardest to say farewell to our Chief Nurse. Miss Margaret 
Wilson, for we owed much to her. We were happy to take with us our Supervisor, 
Miss Smith, to start us safely in our new location. 

So it was that we left Camp Lewis April 23. 1919. and found ourselves two 
days later looking across the great bay of San Francisco toward our new home. 
We entered the beautiful grounds of the Presidio and became part of the Letter- 
man group, losing our identity as the Lewis Unit. 

But no — for there exists a bond that will ever unite us. something we have 
together that no one else can share. For but let hardship or misfortune touch one 
of us, and lo the magic circle! It draws us close together; standing hand in hand 
with loyalty and affection— THE LEWIS BAND.

November twenty-fifth marks the date when we. a group of fifty-one girls, 
assembled at Fort Mt^Pherson to begin our course in nursing. Twenty-six of our 
group were from Wisconsin. Our first camp days were spent in getting acquainted 
with one another, with our .'supervisors. Miss Stevenson and Miss Cameron, and 
with the many rules and regulations. Classes began immediately and we were kept 
busy from morning until night. Shall we ever forget the first day on the wards ! 
How we all started from the nurses' home and walked around the big parade 
grounds to our respective wards ? We stayed only two hours on duty the first day, 
but we found the work so interesting that we were glad when the time was 
lengthened. 

Our smooth green parade grounds proved to be the center of our out-of-door 
activities. Here we had tennis courts, golf links, a baseball diamond, and our 
beloved air dome where four times a week we enjoyed concerts given by a thirtv- 
piece orchestra, and followed bv moving pictures. It was here, too, that we drilled 
for six weeks. We also had a splendid swimming pool just a short distance from 
the nurses' home. 

A half mile away was a German prison camp with one thousand prisoners, 
a veritable little city behind high wire fences. One night we were very much 
alarmed because twenty prisoners had tunneled under the wires and escaped into 
the woods only to be caught and returned again to the camp. 

Our number gradually decreased until in the fall of 1919 there were but 
twent\-two left. Twelve of this number were sent to New York to affiliate and 
the remaining ten to Fort .Sheridan. At the present time there are fifteen still in 
ser\-ice who are gradually drifting to Walter Reed.

Uo vou remember that famous nrorning of November eleventh? 1 mean very 
early sa'v about three A. M. Our summons came over the telephone to stand at 
attention and sing "The Star Spangled Banner" in celebration of the Peace 
Declaration Obediently we gathered on the stairs in strange and hasty attire, 
clad in bath rotes of every kind and color and with a curler now and then pro- 
truding from underneath a lacy cap. But shivering though we were, how rigidly 
we stood with hand correctly poised and how lustily we sang until the wondenng 
officers and graduate nurses' were aroused from their slumbers by the resounding 
tones. Not until the next day did we learn that the order had been given, not by 
the Chief Nurse, but by our plotting comrades next door. 

And then in March came an end to it all. Some were sent to L-amp Grant to 
further serve their country, and others returned to the old life, the old ambitions 
and the old dreams. Each' went with a broader vision, a million memories both sad 
and sweet, and with the thought that the friendships formed at Fort Riley were

In September, 1918, in answer to the country-wide call for nurses, forty-nine 
girls, from twenty dififerent states, assembled at Camp Shelby, Miss. They laid 
aside the habiliments of home, school and office and, uniformed in blue, proclaimed 
themselves ready to take up the tasks, both arduous and pleasant, which make up 
a nurse's training. After a month of class work, both theoretical and jiractical, 
they were at last assigned to ward duty, and joyfully did their share in the combat 
with the dread "flu" that swept the country. 

Not only to nursing did they apply themselves, for many happy hours were 
spent on the drill-field, on ambulance rides, hiking through the woods and at 
various parties and dances. 

After the signing of the Armistice more than half the number went back to 
their former duties, and in February, 1919, the twenty-one who were left were 
transferred to Camp Custer, Michigan. Only a few months were spent there, then 
a second transfer took them to Ft. McPherson, Georgia, where they spent a busy, 
happy summer preparing for affiliations. 

In October, fourteen of the original number were left. Nine were sent to 
Philadelphia and five to New York. Of the five, one slipped away, leaving in the 
hearts of her classmates a loving memory of one who was ''faithful unto death." 

Now Commencement drawing near finds nine of the Shelby group still in 
training, two in the west and seven in the east, eagerly looking forward to the day 
W'hen they may face the world, equipped to do their best in the work they love to do.

A little more than twenty-five miles north of the city of Qiicago, situated on 
Lake Michigan, is Fort Sheridan, one of the most beautiful of the Army posts. 
The original reservation, consisting of six hundred thirty-two acres was conveyed 
to the United States by citizens of Chicago in 1886 in memory of General Philip 
Sheridan, a Civil War veteran, and was accepted as an Army Reservation in 1887. 
On September 19, 1918, it was chartered U. S. General Hospital No. 28. 

In the center of the reservation stands the hospital, which consists of a large 
buff brick building connected by covered corridors with the temporary wooden 
structures or wards erected during the war emergency. It is furthermore sur- 
rounded by comfortable and attractive officers' homes which in 1919 were used 
as nurses' quarters. At this time the average capacity of the hospital was three 
thousand. 

It was not until the spring of 1919 that the "blue-birds" of Camp Wadsworth, 
S. C, arrived at Fort Sheridan. They enjoyed the distinction of being the first 
.student nurses at this fort. More nurses came from Camps Beauregard, Grant, 
Sheridan, Sherman, Custer, McArthur, McPherson, Taylor, Sevier, Meade, Jack- 
son, Fort Riley, Fort Dodge, Fort Sam Houston and Fox Hills. 

Lake Michigan added a great deal to the beauty and charm of the fort. 
Social activities of various types were planned for the nurses. Tennis, bathing 
and canoeing every day from June until September. Dances were given at the 
Nurses' Red Cross and at the Ball Room. In the summer evenings when the 
weather permitted some form of entertainment was given on the beach by the Red 
Cross, Y. M. C. A.. K. of C. or Jewish Welfare Society. Beach parties were 
popular with their bonfires surrounded by groups of merrj' people. Mrs. Mason's 
Tea Room was patronized in the afternoons. 

The year of 1920 brought many changes. In July the hospital was changed 
to Lovell General Hospital. Many patients were discharged or transferred to 
other places. This made it necessary to decrease the number of nurses and by 
September all of the students had been transferred. Those from the East went to 
Walter Reed. Washington, D. C, and those from the West were sent to Letterman 
General Hospital, California. 

The work would not have meant so much to the students had it not been for 
the assurance, protection and careful supervision of Colonel Bispham, Command- 
ing Officer ; Misses Smith and Wilson, Chief Nurses ; Misses Beatty, Crosby, 
Baristowe, and Mrs. Norris, Supervisors, and all other super\'isors who stood 
ever ready to raise and advance the standards of the school — to them the class 
wishes to express its gratitude.

"Now. grandma, we want something real interesting this evening. You know 
you have just many things to tell us." 

"All right you have been so good today, you were so quiet while grandma 
was taking her nap. 

"About the time our country had a war with Germany many of our soldier 
boys went to France. Of course when they were over there getting hurt, they had 
to have nurses to take care of them. The few nurses who were in the army, were 
sent to France, so that didn't leave anyone to take care of the soldiers in this 
country. They couldn't get enough graduate nurses, so they decided to have girls 
enlist and train them. Grandma and forty others were sent way down to Camp 
Taylor, Kentucky; and on December 1st, 1918. began their training, with Miss 
Goldberg and Miss Maples as Supervisors; aLso Miss Cochran as our Social Direc- 
tress. At first we had classes all day, learning to make beds, and many things 
which we thought we already knew. Then, on New Year's Day, 1919, we began 
working on the wards, putting into practice all the things we had learned while in 
the class room." 

"And didn't you have to study anymore ?" 

"Indeed we did, we studied and studied and studied." 

"Did you ever have dances and dance with the soldiers ?" 

"Oh, yes, we had a dance once a week at the Hostess House, but we did not 
dance with the soldiers. No one but officers could attend these dances on Nurses' 
night. But then — we used to have a good time even at that. We always wore 
our blue uniforms and Miss Goldberg or Miss Cochran chaperoned us. 

"Until the first of June our class had never been separated but in June, 1919, 
some of us went to Barnes Hospital in St. I.ouis. and some to Fort McPherson, 
Georgia. It was quite hard to part, as we had really been more like a happy 
family than anything else. Miss Goldberg was so good to us. we just loved it 
there. But the best part of it was, that in April, 1920, after being separated for 
eight long months, we met again at Fort Sheridan, 111. It was not for long, for 
in six weeks some of us went back to St. Louis Public Health for training. Others 
went to Henry St. Settlement in New York and the rest of us were sent to Walter 
Reed Hospital in Washington, D. C, and finished our training there." 

"\\'ell, grandma, were you glad you did that?" 

"Honey child, I wouldn't have had it different for all the money in the world. 
Those three years with Uncle Sam have always been a bright spot in my life, all 
through these fifty long years."

Base Hospital Camp Wadsworth, Spartanburg, South Carolina, was the home 
of three units in the Army School of Nursing, and the foster home of the girls 
from Camp Beauregard who came for their theoretical work. Located in the 
pines, and adjoining cotton fields, the tent camp and hospital had a very picturesque 
setting. 

The first unit of the Army School of Nursing, numbering twenty-nine, 
arrived at the camp in July. This group of college girls gathered from all parts of 
the country and were told that the eyes of the Army Medical Corps and the Nurs- 
ing profession were upon this experiment. It lay with them to make it a success, 
but the Chief Nurse, Marie Louis, and the Supervisors, Misses Gillett. Learned, 
Howard and Edge, were the inspirations for the fulfillment of these ideals, while 
the Commanding Officer, Col. Barndollar, broad-minded and efficient in all details 
of hospital management, supported and encouraged the undertaking. 

Every need for the highest type of training was provided. The splendidly 
equipped school building, the well supervised practical work on the wards and the 
social and recreational activities shared with our supervisors. Dear to every girl 
are the memories of afternoon teas in the Red Cross, when Miss Louis poured ; 
also the Wednesday evenings At Home planned by Miss Simpson, Social Director ; 
and never to be forgotten are the Vesper Services in the little Engineer's Chapel 
and the evening sings at the Bowl, the open air amphitheater. 

On January 24. 1919, the twenty-two remaining of the unit were transferred 
to Lakewood, New Jersey, General Hospital No. 9. another delightful home 
where the first student nurses were welcomed. The overseas patients here gave 
more varied types of experience. This hospital was closed in May. and the unit, 
in groups of eight were sent to Bellevue Ho.spital, New York, for affiliation. 
Other affiliations for Public Health and Psychiatry followed, and each change 
found the roll call shorter ; but the .saddest loss occurred at Bellevue, June 20, 1919, 
when death claimed Fay Carter. 

The second group of thirty-five students to arrive was sworn into the service 
September 10, 1918. Following the Armistice, their ranks were greatly depleted. 
Those remaining in this unit were transferred to Colonia, New Jersey, where their 
work brought them in contact with overseas patients. Later in the year they were 
sent to various New York hospitals for affiliations. Finally in 1920 the remaining 
four were again united at Walter Reed. 

Thanksgiving week of the year 1918 saw the third unit come trooping into 
camp, forty-eight in number. They occupied a two story building consisting of 
four dormitories known as A-6 and were therefore called the A -6 group. On 
December first this class was officially sworn into the service. During the last five 
weeks of their service, together with the group from Camp Beauregard which 
had joined them, they had the distinction of being the only students on duty in a 
tuberculosis hospital. Fourteen members still carry on the spirit of the third class.

The train stole on through the darkness and left me standing on the platform 
at Macon. Georgia, no more enlightened as to what Camp Wheeler was than I 
had been before leaving home. After a night spent nnder the sign of the Blue 
Triangle I received my first army thrill by riding in an ambulance seven miles 
over red clay roads to the base hospital. Rows and rows of wooden barracks 
and corridors, a large level drill field and a background of wonderful pines met 
my gaze. 

When 1 reached my quarters I was quite surprised to find them as nice as they 
were (having been prepared for almost anything) and was much interested in the 
other girls I found there. Of the thirty-three girls who came in the first class, I 
learned that seventeen had been teachers, two stenographers, one had worked with 
the deaf, two had been private secretaries, two had done home demonstration for 

1 the government, two were students and one a surgeon's assistant. No more than 

two came from any one state, and nineteen states were represented. 

t Wt hustled into blue gingham and scattered ourselves broadcast over the 

grounds and in the various buildings where we were not supposed to be. Unused 
to military discipline, we flew in and out of every nook and corner during the time 
that elapsc'.l between our arrival and the beginning of classes. :\t the end of 
this brief period I settled down to business and for three weeks had my time 
completely occupied receiving various laboratory tests and attending classes. In 
class I felt that I was becoming super.saturated with instructions in practical nurs- 
ing and in nursing etiquette, i. e., how to fill a hot water bottle, make a bed, etc., 
and at the same time maintain proper relations with corps men and patients. 

By the time we were ready to leave, our group had changed a great deal. A 
new class of about sixty members had come in, and many from both classes had 
already left us, a few lured away by Cupid, more by home ties and former duties. 
After seven months our orders came, and, amidst a flood of tears the cruel March 
winds scattered my class.

Going out from the studied and planned protection of the 
Arniv Hospitals to the stern realities of civilian hospitals, typical 
among them Bellevue, New York, and Cook County. Chicago, 
III., tried the sjjirits of the bravest, and it was with endurance 
as the motto that they struggled on; but now comes the reali- 
zation of the splendid opportunities such associations have given. 
.\daptability and self-adjustment to environment are two most 
important factors in the training of a nurse, and in such fields 
the affiliations of .\rmy School of Nursing could not be excelled. We' do not 
grow in doing easy tasks; it is the trials and almost insurniountabU- hurdles that 
develop. 

Thus everv girl i> proud to iinve met and conciuered her training in Gyne- 
colog\-. Pediatric> and Obstetrics, planned and provided for in the foremost hos- 
pitals in the United States. These hos])itals gave a remarkably varied ex])erience 
in types of disease and injury as well as personal characteristics. A\'ith pride the 
Arm\- students can feel that these hos])itals most regretfully closed their affili- 
ations when our present class had completed their terms. 

This discipline and contact with the different methods and tyi)es of patients 
provided an excellent foundation for the affiliations in I'ublic Health, most prom- 
inent among which have been Henry Street Settlement, New York City, work 
in connection with Philadelphia General Hospital, and recently a class with the 
Visiting- Nurse .Association of Washington. D. C. The work in the Public 
Health Field has ]5roven most interesting and instructi\e, developing particularly 
powers of resourcefttlness and ability to assume responsibility. 

Lastly the affiliations in Psychiatry have been much appreciated. Many girls 
who accepted most reluctantly returned with the feeling that they would not 
have missed that for anything. This almost new field promises large opportunities 
to those interested. 

Of all the affiliations it can be said — the training was good. The opi)ortunities 
for comparison with and valuation of our own school was most helpful, and the 
broadening conception of and consideration toward others' viewpoints add to the 
well-balanced and sympathetic women which we aim to be. 

Our parting wish is that we may in some measure have given in return to 
our affiliating hospitals and settlements the inspiration and help they have 
given us.

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F, some night this last winter, you could have popped into one of 
the barracks of the Army School of Nursing at the Walter Reed 
Hospital about 7.15 P. M., you would have thought you were 
truly back in college. Work was over for the day and all the 
students were hurrying out of blue uniforms into warm clothes 
for it would be a cold ride to town in an ambulance. Everyone 
was going to a basket-ball game, to help cheer her school team 
on to victory — the Chief Nurse, the Supervisors, and ever so 
many students ! This game might have been one of the "home 
games" played in the big "Y" or in the Red Cross House, for 
here the Army students played such teams as George Wash- 
ington University, Wilson Normal School, War Risk Insurance teams and many 
others. 

Then you would have wanted to know all about athletics in the Army School 
of Nursing. Probably the idea of physical culture in a school of nursing was 
something entirely new to you, but to Army students it is a story almost three 
years old. Ju.st that long ago the Bluebirds, as they are called, arrived in Army 
cantonments and posts all over this country, and as a side issue from their 
training began the deveIoj)ment of organized athletic activities. How awkward 
they felt when an imposing officer first gave them the command, "Hips firm, on 
your toes raise, knees bend !" and how many of them lost their balance. But a 
little time every day spent in "setting up exercises" soon brotight them to the 
stage when they no longer felt they were "up-setting exercises." 

This initial step having been taken, next came advanced military drill, and 
almost any day on the parade ground you could see a company of students exe- 
cuting "right front into line" with apparent ease. At some of the camps the 
students also procured, through their social directors, opportunities to develop 
their ideas in aesthetic dancing. 

Of all the facilities that the camps and posts have offered for pat ticipation 
in various forms of athletics, probably none are more popular with the a\erage 
student than the 0]>en-air swimming pools and the tennis cotirts. The more 
adventurous students enjoy horseback riding, and manv an enthusiastic fan turns 
out for baseball. Many students upon returning from civilian affiliations 
expressed their appreciation of similar opportunities in a few of these hospitals. 

These forms of athletics have had a threefold value in the .Xrmy School of 
Nursing. Physically the students speak for themselves, as on the whole thev are 
healthy, energetic and well developed. Interscholastic games have removed the 
barrier between a nursing school and other institutions of learning, .'\side from 
this social value, the mental relaxation which follows such activitv is of decided 
importance. Organized athletics have proved such a success in the Armv School 
of Nursing and in some other nursing schools that in time they will be included 
in the Standard Nursing Curriculum.

F course it is up to the students to impress the pubHc (as well as 
the Supervisors) with the amount of work they do, and, in loud 
voices, vou can hear them exclaiming about the number of beds 
they have made before nine o'clock, or how many dressings they 
assisted with, but occasionally they break away from the working 
girls' routine and play the butterfly. Truly, if you didn't know 
they belonged to this class you"d never be able to guess it. 

Someone has a happy thought — •'Dance." Now the most 
important thing is to get Miss Williamson to say "yes," because 
that means she is willing to help in every way to make it a suc- 
cess. It's impossible to have a really good one unless Mrs. 
McKee is on our side — and she is always. She is a wonder and 
begins at once to help each committee in turn, and soon everybody is interested 
and in a short time solves and checks off all the problems. The time, the place, 
music and eats all look like trivial affairs when she handles them. Of course 
even she has to have help, and there is where the Red Cross, Y. M. C. A., K. of 
C. and Mess Personnel come in, and to each of them the student nurses give a 
vote of thanks. 

The parties started way back when the school was very young, in Quarters 
No. 5. with a grand old Christmas party. There were stockings, a Christmas 
tree, fancy dress 'neverything. We were Probes then and staying up after ten 
o'clock was quite devilish. 

The hot weather on the Fourth didn't check the good times. Early in the 
morning evervbodv rushed to the Athletic Field to see and do all they could. 
Everybody was eligible, but the stronger you were the more welcome. There 
was every known kind of contest, races, tug-of-war. pie eating, swimming, diving, 
the most artistic wheel chair (with its patient) and many more. It's needless 
to say that the students were victorious in more than one race, for instance. Miss 
Florence and Miss Dulles each ha\e a little cup to show "Annette" has nothing 
on them. 

As an introduction to the "Society of the Post."' a dance was given for the 
girls from the Camps in October, 1919. The story of their charms could not 
have been unknown, for everybody on the Post came to meet the new "Blue- 
birds." The K. of C. offered for the occasion its hospitable walls and looked 
very pretty with its autumnal decorations of leaves and flowers. There were, 
however, none of the wall variety seen.

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HE purpose of this org^anization is to unite the members of the 
Training School in such a way that a self-governing body is 
formed which aims to uplift the ideals and standards of the 
School by de^-eloping a strong sense of individual responsibility. 
The Constitution was drawn up bv a committee of five stu- 
dents. It was approved by the Chief Nurse and accepted by 
the Student Body the last of December. 1920. It provides for a 
Student Council, composed of the officers of the Association 
and two other members. All matters concerning house rules and 
conduct are settled by the Council. It acts as a Court of Incjuiry 
and as a Judiciary Committee. 
Inspection of Quarters is made each morning by three students and once a 
week the President of the Association accompanies the Chief Nurse on an inspec- 
tion tour of the students' quarters. Each room is graded and the record posted. 
Our rules and regulations are few and the honor system is the basis of the 
entire organization. Eor instance, late leaves may be used as desired insofar as 
thev do not interfere with the health and duties of the student, and so far this 
pri\ilege has not been misused. 

It has been said that one of the most important things in life is to find one's 
self, and we at Letterman think there is nothing like Student Govemment for 
making discoveries. In no other way can one become so well acquainted with 
individual judgment and standards as when put on the honor system. 

Student Government is an ideal toward which every training school would 
do well to work. It is .still new to us and we have much to learn, but we are 
determined it shall prove successful, not only for our sakes but for the later 
members of our Training School.

When we first came into the army we were inoculated with several kinds of 
bugs to keep us free from di.sease, but one little bug of which we were totally 
unaware has come into our mid.st.

at that time of day — why, then we began to feel ven.- unnecessary to the go^•- 
ernment. 

But it was not long before Miss Williamson came to our rescue, and after 
a few questions placed us in our resi)ective nooks in the Walter Reed family. 
Now most of us arrived on or about October 1st, but Miss Joubert seems 
(we always use the "seems" in our profession^ to have read her dates back- 
wards, and arrived a week or so early, having plenty of time, however, to locate 
a hairdresser — for how could she go about with her hair not marcelled— such a 
necessity had always been available in Seattle. 

Miss Daulton, not being sure just what might hinder her between Wisconsin 
and Washington, D. C, and wishing to arrive five minutes before the appointed
